Robert E. Smylie, faced with a Bcven-mlllion dollar gap be- 
tween anticipated revenues and expenditures as outlined by Idaho's .joint legislative 
budget committee, set out today to put together a balanced. budget. "Modification ig pos- 
Bible and it is my intention to.submit a balanced budget to the logLslaturc," Smylie told 
newsmen after receiving the proposecl $60,215,664 general fund budget from the commit 
tee. The proposed budget is

U.S. Reported Ready 
To Help in Oil Crisis 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (/P)— The United States was re- 
ported yesterday to have pledged cooperation with 17 west- 
ern European countries to help meet their emergency de- 
mands for oil from the western hemisphere. Acting Secre- 
tary of State Herbert Hoover, jr., informants .said, gave this 
assurance to Italy's Ambasspdor MajiUo-Broaio. .Thc .ambltHr 
sador appealed for swift American aid to prevent a shortage 
of middle cast oil from cr ipplii ig Europe's induHtries. Hoover 
ia _ underatood_to_hnvD_piomj; 
ised such American assist- 
ance but only after European 
countcica_fict_togcthc_r _and 
decide how much oil is needed 
for the entire reffion nnd what 
shipping is available.

ment plan has tieen submitted. 
Hoover expressed' readiness to slve It 
prompt and favombta consideration 
In the llsht of America's capacity to 
step up fuel shipments overseas.
